Be Halted 
President Stoddard 
Claims Affair Hurts 
School Reputation 


CHAMPAIGN — UP) — Dr. 


George D. Stoddard, president 
of the University of Illinois, 
today ordered the university 
staff to drop all studies and 
use of the controversial can- 
cer drug Krebiozen.- 


Stoddard said, in a special re- 


port, that "the Krebiozen affair 
has been damaging to the scientific 
reputation" of the university. 


Krebiozen, he said, has reached 


"the end of the road ... in so far 
as any staff member of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois is concerned." 


The secret drug has figured in 


scientific news since it was brought 
to public attention in Mar en, 1951, 
by Dr. Andrew C. Ivy, interna- 
tionally known physiologist and 
University of Illinois vice presi- 
dent in charge of the professional 
schools. 


Scraps Research on Cancer Drug 


Ivy Suspended 


The Chicago 
Medical 
Society 


subsequently suspended 
Ivy for 


three months "for methods he em- 
ployed in promoting" Krebiozen. 
Krebiozen was discovered by Or. 
Steven Durovic of Chicago, a for- 
mer Yugoslav physician. 


On Sept. 24. University of Illinois 


trustees authorized 
further 
re- 


search with Krebiozen on condition 
that the drug'* originator fcooper- 


cheniicarnaWre. 


In his report, Stoddard said "a 


three-man ' University 
committee 


had "received from the origina- 
tors of Krebiozen no materials with 
which to work and no useful de- 
scription of the method of produ- 
tion of Krebiozen." 


Because of this "research im- 


passe," Stoddard said, "there are 
to be no further clinical uses or 
determinations of Krebiozen on the 
part of staff members ... at any 
time" and that no university funds 
or resources will be used "for the 
clinical utilization of Krebiozen." 


StoddaVd said the drug "hence- 


forth is to be dissociated from re- 
search or service programs." 


No Comment 


Dr. Durovic, who said in October 


he would "collaborate ... on fur- 
ther research on Krebiozen, under 
the terms specified by the univer- 
sity trustees," could not be reached 
for comment on Stoddard's action. 


In an earlier statement, Durovic 


said "a few manufacturing details" 
would not be revealed. He said he 
feared 
"commercial 
interests" 


would exploit the details of manu- 
facture. 


The Illinois* trustees authorized 


further research with Krebiozen 
after a committee of medical ex- 
perts, enlisted by the university to 
study the effects of the drug on 500 
cancer suffers, said* it could find 
no evidence of any curative value, 
adding that it could not term Kre- 
biozen "entire devoid of biological 
activity." 


The 
committee recommended 


further research provided Krebio- 
zcn's formula were disclosed. 


AMA Report 


The American Medical Associa- 


tion had reported previously that 
a study of 100 patients given the 
drug indicated Krebiozen had no 
"beneficial effect" in cancer treat- 
ment.

OPS Increases Coal Prices 
To Cover Miner's Pay Hike 


WASHINGTON—«*—The government Friday boosted the ceiling 


price of coal. A hearing Monday could determine whether the ceiling 
goe<« even higher, or whether coal miners strike. 


The Office of Price Stabilization 


announced ceiling price hikes rang- 
ing as high as 75 cents per ton on 
bituminous toft coal and $1.35 per 
ton on Pennsylvania anthracite 
hard coal. 


The increases may be passed on 


to the public. 


The soft coal hikes are effective 


immediately on sales to retailers, 
and are retroactive to Oct. 1 on 
sales to others. Hard coal increases 
become effective Sunday. 


The OPS explained the boost was 


granted to offset the $1 50 per day 
soft coal miners' wage increase ap- 
proved by the Wage Stabilization 
Board, and the expectation a simi- 


lar boost will be granted hard coal 
diggers. 


OPS officials said if the United 


Mine Workers win the full J1.20- 
per-day hike they are demanding, 
an additional ceiling pnce increase 
may be granted industry (o offset 
this new labor cost. 


It was estimated any new in- 


crease, based on the $1.00 figure, 
would be around 15 cents per ton 
for hard coal and 39 to 42 cents for 
soft coal. 


A hearing here Monday of gov- 


ernment, organized labor and in- 
dustry 
officials 
may 
determine 


whether the full increases is grant- 
ed. If it is not. a coal strike is 
considered inevitable.

Fuses are the safety valves ot 


your home's electrical system. 
Check the location of the fuse box 
as soon as you move into a new 
home. Never use pennies or sub- 
stitute 30-amp. fuses where 15- 
amp. fuses should be used. 


When electric outlets fall to 


work, it is usually a sign that a 
ffcise has blown. The cause may 
^e (1) overloading the circuit by 
plugging in too many appliances, 
(2) a short circuit resulting from 
a worn cord or defective plug con- 
nection, (3) voltage too high for 
the appliance used* (4) the start- 
ing of an electric motor. 


To replace a fuse, cut off all cur- 


rent by throwing the master switch, each night before retiring. Never 


Stand on a dry surface and avoid 
touching the metal part of the 
fuse box. 'Install new fuse and 
close the master switch. 


If your home i* to be vacant for 


more than a few day* at a time, 
pull the main switch to abut off 
all electric power. 


Use of gasoline for cleaning in 


the house invite* fire and explo- 
sion. Make certain all t"f1»nu 
mable* are stored according to-the 
manufacturer'* instructions. Never 
•tore inflammable* in glass Jars 
with screw tops — a cork stopper 
is safer. 


Remove dust from your vacuum 


cleaner before putting the cleaner 
away, but don't throw the loose 
dust into the stove, heater or in- 
cinerator. It may cause an ex- 
plosion. 


Before using your fireplace, if 


you have one, light a newspaper 
in it to make sure that smoke is 
being drawn off properly. Never 
start a fire in a fireplace until you 
are sure the damper is open.

rectly on the ground. The area 
under the floors is roughly the 
same temperature a* that of the 
rest of the outside* atmosphere. 


Walls and ceilings are recog- 


nized as the points of greatest heat 
loss in a home, yet these usually 
are several inches thick. The 


JJfloors in a crawl space home, how- 


ever, generally have less than 
two inches of protection from the 
weather—an inch of subflooring 
and slightly less than an inch of 
finish flooring. Heat loss through 
such floors is substantial. 


By means* of insulation this 


escape of heat can be minimized. 
One way of insulating a floor is to

Only Solution: Open With Suit Bid 


By OSWALD JACOB* 


- In today's hand South must open 
2 the bidding in a suit even though 
.he has balanced distribution and 
- stoppers in each of the four suits. 
I 
With 20 points, South is too 


•strong for an opening bid of one- 
I no-trump (showing 16 to 18 points) 
- but too weak for an opening bid of 
"two no-trump (showing 22 to 24 
-points). The solution is to open 
with a suit bid and make a jump 
rebld in no-trump. 


North has a very poor hand but 


realizes that Smith's bidding shows 
a very strong hand. North has 7 
points in high cards and knows 
that South has at least 19 points in 
high cards. Hence North is not 
afraid to go on to game. 


South wins, the first trick wiUi 


the queen of spades and counts his 
values. He can be sure cf only one 
spade, one club, and three hearts. 
He therefore needs four diamond 
tricks in order to make his con- 
tract. 


The diamonds must be developed 


in such a way as to shut East out. 
At the second trick, therefore, de- 
clarer leads a low-diamond to dum- 
my's king and returns a diamond 
towards his own hand. When Kast 
follows suit with a low diamond. 
South must finesse the nine. 


The finesse happens to succeed, 


and South therefore runs the en- 
tire diamond suit, making 10 tricks. 
Ev^n if the finesse nail happened 
to lose (with the cards, differently 
divined, of course,) South would 
still be sure of four diamond tricks 
and his contract. 


It is important to note that 


South would be defeated at his 
game contract if he played the 
diamonds in the "normal" man- 
ner. Suppose, for example, that 
South wins the first spade, con- 
tinues with the ace of diamonds 
and then tries to run the diamonds. 


East can win the fourth round of 


diamonds with his jack and return 
a spade. West then takes enough 
spade tricks to defeat the contract.

The article also said that the 


child best able to meet the hos- 
pital situation Is the one who is 
able to trust the physicians and 
nurses to treat him fairly. Most 
children are no ninnies, and real- 
ize that painful procedures witi 
probably take place, but that they 
are necessary and for( their own 
good and are not given in the way 
of punishment. 


In order to reach this desirable 


attitude, however, a child must 
have a firm foundation of trust in 
his parents and'must realize that 
they are always fair and that he 
has their constant love. 


With this background, parents 


••.an and should explain ho 
and simply to the child what 
going to happen and why it is to 
be done. If the youngster shows 
any fear, the parents should not 
be surprised at Uiis, but should 
accept ^ it as quite normal, and 
certainly should not make fun of 
the child's fear.

.Homemade Candy 


Sometime ago, while in atten- 


dance at Marion Unit, of Lee 
County Home Bureau, I was sem 
ed some homemade candy. It was 
made by Mrs: Albert Koehler, a 
member of this unit. She reports 
that it keeps well and ship* welL 
It is better to be made 'and not 
eaten until the following day. It 
is called "Holiday Fudge." Use 
2 tbs. gelatin; 1 cup evaporated 
milk, diluted with % cup of water; 


cups granulated sugar; 
chopped nuts; and one 
vanilla. 


Soak the gelatin in % of the 


milk mixture for about ten min- 
utes. Bring sugar and rest of milk 
to boiling point. Add melted choc- 
olate, soaked gelatin, and let it 
cook slowly for fifteen 
minutes. 


Stir all'the while this mixture Is 
cooking. Remove from the fire. 
Stir until it is thick; add nuts and 
vanilla. Put in a pan and let 
stand until cool. Cut in squares 
and roll In: powdered sugar. Then 
store until next day and eat with 
delight.

OXFORD, Eng.—<#>)—Oxford university students 


retold gleefully today the story of the "Turkish opium 
eater"—a student hoax that included several British 
newspapers and news services among its victims.

tified as Mahesh Hlai, a native of Turkey and a sociology 
professor at London University, lectured the Oxford Uni- 
versity Heretics club on the delights of opium. 


Among other things, he claimed that opium smoked 
moderately is not harmful. 


British newspapers and news services picked up the 


story. But when it reached Turkey, newspapers there 
questioned the lecturer's identity. Then it was discov- 
ered that London university had never heard of him.

Patrick Dromgoole, undergraduate secretary of the uni- 
versity's Dramatic Society. He had been disguised for 
th$ hoax by a London makeup expert.

The Board of Education of the 


Dixon schools is made up of men 
from various fields of endeavor 
and includes a banker, a business- 
man, factory manager, a printing 
plant manag«i. an optometrist, a 
medical doctor and an engineer. 


These public spirited men serve 


the community without compensa- 
tion. They are very much interest- 
ed in the welfare of the, children 
and in the advancement of educa 
tion in the community. 


The educational program 
in 


verves the matters of budgeting, 
purchasing, salary schedules, tax- 
ation, building and maintenance 
programs and the provision for a 
modern school curriculum. The 
people of our school district have 
been interested in the future of 
their children and have been liber- 
al in the support of school projects 
by voting funds for building new 
schools and foi the operation of 
the school system.

Enrollment Climbs 


The increased enrollments in the 


elementary schools has made it 
necessary to provide additional 
classroom space. Several of the 
old grade school buildings, and the 
equipment contained % therein,

not safisfactory for a modern 
school program. A detailed survey 
of the population of the school dis- 
trict was made and the school en- 
rollment trends were noted for the 
period of 1930 to 1945. The average 
enrollment for this 15 year period 
was'2,260. For the same period 
there was an average enrollment 
of 163 in the kindergartens. For the 
present term, the total enrollment 
in the elementary schools and high 
school is 2.519 and the kindergarten 
is 251. 


The bonded indebtedness is lim- 


ited to 5 per cent of the assessed 
valuation of the schooi district and 
this assessed valuation for the 
present year is $39,213,565. Out- 
standing bonds remaining unpaid 
are |$110,000 for the 'Lincoln ele- 
mentary school and $77,000 for the 
three building sites purchased in 
the southeast, northwest and north- 
east corners of Dixon. The bonds 
for the new Jefferson school, which 
replaces the Loveland school, and 
for the new Washington school, 
which replaces the North Central 
were therefore limited.

highly inaccurate," Stevenson said. 
"I don't know what he means. If 
he means we have a highway res- 
toration program, he Is right. We 
are upending money on highways." 


Stratton said the Illinois highway 


system is obsolete and one of his 
goals 1* to rebuild it. 


"The highway restoration legis- 


lation has already been passed," 
Stevenson said. "It was proposed 
by me and paused largely as I had 
proposed it. He (Stratton) has 
nothing to do with the highway 
progiam except to take the legis- 
lation that has already been pass- 
ed.
